-V warrant was issued from the city court 
of Lexington .against ap|)cllant on the 12th of 
Feliruary, 18511, requiring him to answer to 
the city of Lexington, and show cause why he 
should not Ixi fined for .sidling s|iirituous 
liquors on Sunday, the loth of Febrnary, 
185!), within flic limits and contrary lo the 
I onlinanccs of said city. The defendant dcinur- 
I red, which was overnilod, was found guiltj- by 
a jury, and judgment for $50, from which he 
has apiicaled. 

The city ordinance provides, “that no tav- 
ern-kecqior, or any other ]ierson whatever, 
shall have the right to sell spirituous liquor.s 
on Sund.ty, or after eleven o’clock at night ;” 
and for each breach imposes a fine of $50. 

The court, per Sinqison, Chief J usticc, held — 

1. That the warrant was not insufficient, 
becau.se it did not specify the quantity of' 
whisky sold, nor liccausc it did not state the 
))lacc at which it was drank, nor becau.se the i 
date li.xcd in the warant, viz : the 10th of 
Feliruary, 185S), was not, in fact, Htoulay, 

I The offense consisted in selling spirituous 
liquor in the city limits on Smulay. The 
quantity sold, or the place where it was drank, 
was not material. The date was mere sur- 
[ilusage. An indictment was not necessary 
where the fine does not exceed $100. (Corfe^ 
Ulk 7.) The warrant, according to sec. .'i04, 0 / 
the Code, must name, or briefly descrilic, the | 
olfense ; nothing more is required, 'i'he war- ! 
rant ill this ca.se complied with the requisi- 
tions of the law ; but if it bad nut, the objec- i 
tion to it would not b.‘ available in this court, 
inasmuch as the demurrer lo it was overruled 
in tlie court below. Section 34!) of the Crim- j 
inal Code provides that an error in not selling ' 
a.side an indictment, or in overruling a demur- 
rer thereto, shall not lie grounds of reversal in 
this court. The .same provision applies to 
warrants. 

2. It is also objected fur error in this court, 
tliat a witness was iicruiitteil to be a.sked by 
tile city attorney wlietlier he had drank liquor 
at the bar-room of n[>pellant on Sunday be- 
tween the 3d of -tune, 1858, and the 2-tth of 
February, 185!). It was clearly error to receive 
proof of any .selling on Sunday suhseqneiit to 
the date of the warrant ; but that error was 
corrected by the court afterwards by its in- 
structions to the jury, and therefore is not 
available here. The court did right in refus- 
ing an instruction asked by appellant, to the 
effect that they must find for the defendant 
unle.ss they believed, from the evidence, that 
he had sold .spirituous liipior on Sunday, the 
IDth diiy of February, 185!). Time is not of 
the essence of tlie offense. True, it must 
have liecn shown to have licen done on Sun- 
day previous to the date of the warrant. 

3. It was admitted that the defendant was 

a tavern-keeper when the oH'ense w.as com - 1 
mitted, having [laid the state ta.x, and holding 
a regular license, and an in.struction was ask- I 
ed by defendant’s coun.sel to the effect that he I 
had the right to sell liquor at any time ; { 
which the court below overruled. j 

It was held by this court, that if the state j 
license had been obtained before the date of i 
the city onlinance, there seems to be merit in 
the instruction ; but the question is left oixin. \ 
But as the city, by its charter, bad the right j 
to pass any onlinance for the government there- 
of not contrary to the constitution of this ' 
state or of the United States, the mayor and 1 
council had authority to pa.ss the ordinance in i 
question, anil it is obligatory upon the citizen.', 
unless it interferes with some vested right ; j 
and as it docs not ajqicar that the appellant 
[irocurcd his license previous to the date of

tion, no recovery could lie had by appeal to the 
cireuit court.

The circuit court should have decided in favor 
of the apiiellant for the want of juri.sdiction, 
and have made such order as would have ren- 
dered the pixiceedings in the quarterly court 
inoperative. {Howard V3, Jones, 2 li, Mon., 
520 ; 7 Dana.

Stewart, of Trimble, Benj.G. Willis, of Bracken, 
an-1 C- Holtcn, of Grant. 

The committee also recommended that the 
delegates shall cast one vote for eich one linn- 
dreil votes CA.-«t in* their respective counties for K. 
R. Revill, in the late election for Clerk of the 
Court of Appeals, and one vote for each fiaciion 
over fifty — which report was adopted. 

Under this rule Boone county w.is entitled to 
8 voles, Bracken 5, Campbell 11, Cairoll 5. Gal- 
latin 4. Grant 7, Kenton 14, Owen 14, Pendleton 
8, and Trimble 5. 

The Committee on Resolution? reported the 
following, which, after being warmly discussed by 
Messis.

of popular sovereignty and the peace policy of non- 
interference by (Nuiere.^-J with slavery in State and 
Territtiry, or in the District «*f (’olumb a. 

That the Territories are the common 
pr-iporty of these Slate.-*, held in lru.-«l by thettoiie- 
ral (i»)vernment ftsr their equal use; that Ihecitizc-ns 
of all the States have aright to immigrate to ami 
.settle in said Territoric.s with every species of prop- 
erty. ami that they are protected in tlu-ir persons and 

r woporty in such Territories by the Constitution and 
aw.sof the I'nited Slates, ns expoiiiuled bythc Su- 
preme Timrl in the Dred Scott decision; and such 
citiz *ns in such Territories have a guaranti<Hl right 
to liemand of thedeneral (h>vernmeiit, as the eom- 
inon trustee of all the Slates, the means of safely 
and protection to their persons and property when- 
ever the exigency shall ri*quire it. 

After the adoption of the resolutions, on mo- 
tion of J. R. Hallam, the Convention proceeded 
to the nomination of a candidate to represent the 
district in Congress. 

Mr. Walts, of Boone, proposed the ILin. John 
W. Stevenson. H8 the candidate to be voted for 
Mr. Ariiuir tnen offeretl a resolution, which 
was adoptetl, that the Hon. John. W. Stevens*>n 
be declared the nominee of the Convention by 
acedamation. 

The Chair thereupon named a committee of 
three, c*uisisting of .Messrs Hallam, Hogan, and 
Willis, to await upon the honorable gentleman, 
who was in the city, inform him of his nomina- 
tion, and invite him to a seat in the Convention. 
The committee retired, and in a few minutes re- 
turned accompanied hy the Hon. J.W., Steven- 
son, who, after receiving the congratulations of 
the entire body of delegates, addteisscd them in 
the following 

SPEECH. 

He thanked the Convention most cordiallv for 
their complimentary iiKlorsoiner.l of his |K>)itical 
course, and was grateful for the multiplied mani- 
festations of devotion and regard which had ever 
been ilisplaycd toward him by the people of the 
'I’enth Ui.slrict. In every county composing it his 
Congressional course ha*l be«n repeate*lly ap- 
proved in public niecliiigs of the Democracy, in 
terms fur more flattering than any humble service 
of his had dcserveil, and to-day tliis contiiiue*! 
partiality finds renewed vent in a unanmrons re- 
iiornination fiir a seat in the Thirty-sixth Con- 
gress of lli€ United States. To deserve the con- 
fidence of^such a constituency was an incentive to 
any public servant ; its reception constituted tbe 
highest reward tuat be could desire or deserve. 
He oonfeKsed himself detpiy touched by such 
munife.stations of regard, and tendered to the 
CouventioQ—aDd through them to tbe Democracy 



they represeiUfil — the a.-isiirance of his gruieful 
apprcc.ation of lliis reiterated evidence of their , 
devotion toward him. He acccfdcd the nomina- 
tion, ami pledged hiinsclt that tlie pnmd standuid 
sheet of political faith thus tfaUt-niigly intinstetl 
on tills day, ill part , to his defen-'e, should never 
be trailed in the dust so long us he hud the power 
to uphold or the ability to defend it. 

Since he had the plea'jurc ot lust meeting the 
representatives of the Democratic party ot tins 
district two years ago, he hail been called upon to 
take part in scenes of high re[iresentaiivc resiam- 
bilitv. The recor'l of that action was before l.ie 
tlistricl, and he was gratifieil to know that his 
humble etlVirtshad received tbe ctiminendalion of 
tho.se bv whom he had been elevated to so diatin- 
guisheil n position. 

Mr. 8. tlieii entered into an account of the acts 
and proceedings of the lust Congress. He re- 
ferred to the circumstances attending the applica- 
tion of Oregon, and to assign the reasons which 
had constrained him to become an humble but 
zealous advocate for the admission ot that Stale. 
He commeiilt d U|»on the seeming inconsistency 
between certain Republican leaders, who charged 
Southern men with votiiig for the admi^sioll of 
Kansas becan-ie it sought admission ns a slave 
State, and yet who were themselves unwilling to 
aid some of those same Southern men in their 
earnest efforts to bring Oregon in. 

NIr. S. justified liis vote upon the Old Soldiers’ 
Pension Hill. He Icltadeep interest in the suc- 
cess of the measure, and hud given it a steady 
support during its struggle through the House of 
Keprescniatives 

Mr.S. regarded the public domain r? tbe com- , 
inon property of all tiic Stales, subject to be set- 
tled by t^e people of tl.e.se Slates, w ilh every 
s[>ecies of property known and recognized as such 
by the Federal Constitution. He considered that 
ihe settlers from every State into any 'I’erritorv 
belonging to the United States had ariglato look 
to the Federal Government for the ineaiis of ]>ro- 
teclion, both to person and property, during 
a territorial pupilage; and that when the people 
of u Territory pos-es.-«ed the reqnidie population 
and adopted a Stale Constitution they had a light 
then to decide this question of slavery for tliem- 
selves; and when they came with such retpiisiie 
population and a Republican Constitution, w ire 
e(|nally entitled to admission into tlie Union, 
w hether slave or free, on a perfect etpiality with 
the Ollier tsiules. 

Mr. S. utterly denied the power that any Tcr- 
ritorv, after becoming u State, bad u i iglit to abro- 
gate the tenure of any species of property, w hetli- 
er slave or otiierwisc, witliout just compen.sa- 
tion to toe owner lliereof. 

Congress hud no p'lwtr to exclude slavery from 
a Territory, or to interfere with its enjoyment 
while thc'c. It couM delegate no jiower which 
it tlid not itself possess. .All territory was ac- 
quireil subject to the C«»nstitutiou of the United 
States. All public, political law existing in a 
Territory, at the time of it.s :iC(|u'sition, gave 
way and became void to ihe exent of its antag- 
onisni with the ;^emus of our Federative sys- 
tem a id the spirit and letter of tlie Ctmstitutioii 
of the United Stales. .Ml mere municipal law. 
however, for the proteeticii of mere personal 
nglits, remained in force until repealiHl. Il, 
therefore, w e acquired property from any ci>iintrv 
where there was a nestabli.shetl religion, or a union 
of churcli an<l State, it would, eo in&tante, on an 
ncquis'tiun of such lerrit- ly by the United State.s, 
give w:iv to ihe more beneficent provision in onr 
Federal charter res|K*cting the religious freedom 
of opinion and the separation betv\een churcli 
and Stale. By reference to Vuiiel aim oilier 
writei'son Tenit<»rial law, this distinction is clear- 
ly drawn between political and mere civil law.s. 

So, also, if freed on free S‘»il, or hail been im- 
prcs.-'eil on a Territory before our acquisition ofil. 
Vet if tlie Federal Constitution recognized sla- 
very as a part of our system, nn<! slaves as prop- 
erty, tbe moment we ac<iuired it it would become 
free to the seilleinent of the pe<»ple of any of 
these St iles with or without their slave property. 

If the Slates were sovereign ami cipial when tlie 
Constitution was adopted^ ami nothing has inter- 
vened to destroy that equality, the proposition.s 1 
have advanced would seem to be iiicontrovertible- 
Tliat (he Constitution rests on lids equality of 
right will hardly he denied. Without it the Con- I 
stitntiuii could never have been formet); and both 
the express grants, not less than tlie reservations 
of pow er in the instrument itself, attest the equal- 
ity of the Slates. 

All territory, as soon as ucqiiircd, comes under 
the protecting aegis of the Federal Constitution. 
Tliis cominoti domain is subject to i^eUlemcnt from 
every Slate and with every species of properly , 
recognized by the Federal Constitution. Did, 
therefore, the Fe^leral Con.siitution recognize ' 
slaves as property when this Union was forinetl? , 

Mr. S. maintained that the Consdtution of the ^ 
United States recognized and protected slave : 
jwoperty, impliedly and expressly. 

He also rel’erre<l to the recoirnition of slaves as 
forming a part of the Federal ratio, and insisted ' 
that here w as a clear .ami repcaleil recognition of 
slavery as property, all of which lias been again i 
reiter.ited in the ilccidons of tin* Dred Scott case 
by the Suprenio Court of Ihe United States. 

The Supreme Court of the United Slates have 
decided in llu* Dred Scott case wlml those Coii- 
stiiiitimial rights are. The public domain isopen 
alike to the North and South, and all persons niid 
property uie a. ike protected until i*^uch territory 
i become.-* a State. Any attempt by Congress to . 
abridge this right, would, as long as the Supreme 
Court remains uncoiitairitnited by the infection 
of sectional fanaticism, fall Defure its deci:«ion a? 
snow before tlie sun. Congress must be represent- 
less, and so is every creainre of Congress. 

The settlers of every Territory h.ive the Con- 
stitution and laws of the Uiiite<l Stales as ex- 
pounded by tlie Judiciary for their protection, and ^ 
il become.? the duty of tlie President to sec all 
laws faithfully carried out. Should any exigency 
ever ari.si* where the aid of Congress became ne- 
cessary to aid 111 the C 'nstitutiunal inforcement 
of a right guaranteed to any section, or the peo- 
ple, or properly of any Territory, that Kepresui- 
lative who couM lie swerved from his duty by re 
fusing loyally to infbrcc llio gnarante€s of the 
I instrument which he Inul sworn to support, would 
be ready to yiehl up the noblest system ot Rep- 
resenlaiive Government ever yet devise*! to a 
supersiiiiou.s fanaticism. Should any’ Territorial 
Legislature refuse lo legislate on tlie subject are 
, guaranteed Constitutional rights, are not les.-iened 
by miv such mm action Our lorofalhers brmiiiht 
slavery ami tbe common law with them to these : 
shores. Slavery was then protected and upheld 
by the common law, and no greater error can ex- 
ist than to sup|) 0 >e that the institution of slavery 
must requ.re Territorial legislation for iis protec- 
tion. 

When that is dctermineil or, then, and not till 
then, lei us invoke the aid of Congress for our 
Constitutional guaranties. 

It is now the rallying point for national and pa- 
triotic men fn>m every section, against a party 
which, throiigii one of its gifted leaders, loudly 
proclaims the issue of IbGO that there i.s a con- 
flict between frceilom and slavery which must ul- 
timaiely end in the overthrow of one sv.stem or 
the other. The Democraev hurls back this dc- ; 
fiant cry. Her forefathers of the North formed 
a Constitutional convenant w’ith slaveholders. 
They rec- gnized ami guaranteorl to them etcrn.il 
ami perpetual equality, and panoplied with this 
sacred instrument, with the lion-hearted patriots 
of all sections as their allies, the Democratic 
party will achieve a signal victory over those re- 
creant descomlants of our Revolutionary patriots 
who would dishoncr the Constitutionul pledges of 
those patriots. 

For Kentucky. I will answer. Slie will stand 
by the Con>iitulioii onr forefatbers have made, 
and slie will uphohl the Union so long as Uiat 
Constitution is its bond. Her national faitii is 
as enduring as her nomitains, and her devotion 
to tins political ark of her .safety a? eternal as the j 
flow' of the river which lashes her shores. A.sking i 
for right and submitting to no wn ng — geociaph- ! 
ically in the center of the Union, the Democracy i 
; w ill make her “Jaik and bloody grouml” a break- [ 
waier against tbe iiiternpcrale excesses and sec- | 
tional funatieipm that would attempt to sunder 
the sinews ot this national brotherhood.

NIr. Ptevensoii’.s speech was received with ap- 
plause, and although the discussion on thcrc.solu- ^ 
lions had been warm and spiriteil. those finally j 
adopted and the speech of Mr. Stevenson put 
every one in a good humor, and the delegates 
separated in tlie best of spirits, and with a deter- 
mination generally expressed to sink all minor 
differences of opinion on abstract questions, and 



to go to work zealously for the Stale and Legis- 
lative ticket.^ in their resj>ective counties. 

.Mr. Steveusou will, 1 understand, canvass the 
entire district, and will, by hl.s eloquent and forci- 
ble appeals to the people, arouse the Democracy 
•I the Tenth to an .active and an enthusiastic 
support of our candidates. Mr. Stevenson has, 
by his course in Congress, made himsell popular 
in the district, and the nnphaticaml unanimous 
indorsement of liim by the Democracy of every 
county in the disiricl, is a compliment not often 
paid to politicians in these time.s. Although 
there arc able and ixipular men in each county in 
the district w h'» would represent it in Congress 
lo the credit of the party, yet not one name was 
mentioned in opposition to Stevenson, and he 
received the nomination without one dissenting 
voice. 

Of the resolutions I need not speak. They 
arc, I tliink, plain and uiie<|uivocaI on the subject 
which is agitating the party in the 8tate, and will 
riceive tlie approbation ami uik^ent of the entile 
Democracy of the State.

B. Hodge, with his cliaracteri>tic liberality and 
hospitality, thrciv open his elegant mansion, ai d 
invited t^e whole delegation to partake of a 
splendid lunch, accompanied with excellent wines 
and everything calculated to comfort the inner- 
man.

Midway, Ky , June 4, 1859. 

Editors Louisville Courier; The candidates 
for Congress iii liiis dis rict spoke here yesterday, 
and us von would doubtless like to know some- 
thing in relation to them, 1 will give you an ac- 
count of tlie debate. By anangement they each 
spoke one hour and a quarter, ana had fifteen 
minutes each to reply. Capt. Simms, the Demo- 
cralie candidate, opened the debate. He is an 
iinpre-sive man. and an impressive speaker, tall 
and dignified; he lias a countenance, not only 
indicHtiiig mind, but great moral purity and in 
tegrily of character, w ith an eye that combine? 
mildness firnmes-*, and courage. He com ..enced 
by tracing the history of the slavery que.'*tion, 
and showed that until 1^20 there was no re&trie 
tion placed upon the rights of the South, but 
perfect equality. By ibe .Missouri compromise, 
iiowever, a great wrong was perpetrated against 
us by the exclusion of slavery from nearly the 
eiitiie territory of the country. He then showed 
how (hat, not content w iih this violation of faith, 
as .>JOon a.s we had ac<iuired the vast accession of 
territory which the Mexican war brought, an at- 
tempt was made, by the application ot the Wil- 
inol Proviso, to exclude slaves from that also, 
thus cutting us off from the entire Tc^rit^^^y. 
He detailed the maimer in which that was pre- 
veiiii-d by the compromi.-e of 1850, when by the 
declaration of ilie principle of equal rights in the 
territories, began the work of setting right the 
error of tlie Missouri comDromise. That work 
was completed by the Kansas Nebraska act, and 
confirmed by tbe D’e«I Scott decision, thereby 
placing SoutheiTiei's u|)on the same footing as 
Northerners, and restoring the equality which 
existed in the days of Wabhingtoiiai.d prior to the 
.Mi.ssouri compromise. 

NIr. Sirnms claimed these triumphs as Demo- 
cratic triumphs, and that they had been effected 
against the combiind efforts of the Abolitionists, 
and of the very men who are the leaders of the 
Oppo.-itioii party in Kentucky. He then defined 
his |M)i>ition upon the lerritonal slavery qm>stion, 
a.-* based upon the Dred Scott decision, which he 
staled clearly, and beyond the power of mi;*rep- 
reser.tation , to be this: That Congress had no 
fMiwer over slave proferiy in the Territories, ex- 
cept to guard and protect it as every other species 
of properly; ai d that the Tertiloriul Legislatures 
had no power but tbat delegateil by Congre?.**, 
and, therefore, could not exeeerl it; that unfriend- 
ly legi?iaiion would be unconstitutional, and that 
it was the duty of the courts to protect owners of 
slaves ns well as other property; that whenever 
the Territorial Legislature interfered with the 
riglitsof slave owners, or the courts proved unable 
to protect them, then il was the power and diitv 
of C'Higress to do so. His cnimeiution of the 
principle of protection was the strongest and 
plaine?t 1 have yet heard. 

I have only attempted to give the principal 
topic of .Mr. Simms’ speech. Hi* referred, in ad- 
dition, »o all the points ivhich form tiie Opposition 
bill of indictment. His review of the formation 
ami objects of th.at party was the mo-«t scathing 
and withering piece of invective I ever listened 
to, and, ill us delivery, he displayed the eloquence 
lliat moves the inmost soul. His voice is clear, 
and his cnmiciatioii distinct and accurate. His 
choice of wonls is chaste and scliolarly, while 
there is no hesitating in selecting tliem ro make 
his periods rlietorical and forcible. This is the 
great forte in public speaking, and he possesses 
it in a happy degree. 

Of the other speakers, it is not my purpose to 
trouble you with much detail. Mr. Trabue fol- 
lowed Capt. Simrns. His speech consisted main- 
ly of an account of the outrageous mamier in 
which he had been treated by the Know-Notb- 
ing.', and traced the whole cause ol hi^ misfor- 
tunes to the Frankfort clique, of which Mr. Har- 
lan s father is the moving spirit. He showed 
how, that having been the first to raise the stand- 
ard of American principles in the country 
wlicn the Know-Nothing party arose, it ignored 
his claims lor office, and coquetted with him, 
denying him place when powerful, and seeking 
him as a candidate when weak His disclosures 
of die party m iehinerv wrere rich, ami there was 
scarcely any one who will not reg-.nl him as very 
badly treated. He defined his position on other 
points of national policy, which were protection 
to slavery, and an indorseincut of the Lecomp- 
ton CcMisiitution. 

.Mr. Harlan followed last. His po*ition being 
one of rejoinder, gave him an advantage which 
the weakness of his cause well demanded. To 
h.ive hc.ml him. you would have thought either 
that he was the representative of a parry co- 
exten«ive with the Union, and unsiirpa?sed for 
the hontsty and soundness of its principles, 
or that he stood out ns simply a party in himself. 
He certainly did not attempt to explain away the 
sins and rottenness of the present Oppesition. 
He left the charges of Capt. 8imms unanswered, 
and, except .is an instance of the pow’or of a man 
to speak an hour and a lialf in reputed defense of 
a party without .«uccepding, liis speecli contained 
no strength. 1 will do .Mr. Harlan the Justice to 
say, that for so young a man, being only years 
the d.TV before he commenced the canvass, as he 
informed us, he evinces no mean power as a 
speaker, and in a better cause would do yvell 
But he is unfortunately made by his party to as- 
sume this race, when certain defeat awaits him, 
and I regret that a youth of such promise should 
be ?o earl}- nipped in the bud. In person Mr 
llurUn is tall, and isovidentlx elate*) by his nom- 
ination. He hii.s retl hair and u small red side 
whiski r. His face proinUes to rival his li.ur,and 
his nose, rather long, basils end finely colored I v 
the iiicapaciiv of his beaver to j rotect its ex- 
tremity. He wears strap.? to hi.? pants, and a 
staiuling collar, a scarf cravat with a handsome 
breastpin, and a snufl>co)ored cloth coat with a 
velvet collar; and his appearance indicates that 
distingue air which behmgs to the high bred and 
aristocratic. But enough; I iiave, unconsciously, 
written you too long a le ter, wliich you will use 
your judgrnenl in publishing. Rest assured that 
t^imnis will unite the Democracy, and that he will 
carry the district bv a triuiiipbant majorirv.
